Charaéter of the French Submiffion; but 
if we confider the intollerable Preffure thofe 
People lie under, the Zeal they always had 
for theirReligion,together with the Nature 
of the Mountainous People, which is known 


~ to be Fierce, Rafh, and Defperate ; add to 


this theSituation of theirCountry, the inac- 
cefibles of thei Mountains, to which they 
Retreat, the Numbers of People in the 
Country round, who were Friends to their 
Defign, tho’ afraid to venture : If we alfo 
confider the Circumftances of the French 
Affairs at the time they took up Arms, 
when they had good Reafon to believe 
their hands were too full to {pare a Num- 
ber of Troops to Supprefs them; we have 
more Reafon to wonder this Rebellion has 
fpread no farther, and that all Languedoc 
at leaft was nct up in Arms. 

And had not the Situation of theCountry 
had this particular difadvantage to them, 
that no Foreign Power has been able to 
Afift them> I mae no Queftion but the 


‘Seat of the War had been removed before 


now , from Jtaly into Languedoc, Guienne, 
or Dauphine. 

I cannot butobferve, before I quit this 
Head, That ia my Opinion our States-men 
who pretend they care not to affift the Ca- 
mifars,that it isDifhonourable to Encourage 
Rebellions and Infurreétions in our Neigh- 
bours Dominions, and may prove of IM 
Example to our own; “Tis my Opinion, 
thefe Gentlemen having firft found the 
thing it felf Impraéticable, were rather 
willing to give 4 fham Reafon for not. At- 
tempting it, than confefs the Improbabi- 
lity, or afterwards be Reflected upon fer 
Attempting what was unlikely to fucceed. ; 

Tis true the King of Frayce in his Let- 
ter to the Pope, Charges the Duke of 
Savoy with Correfponding and Encoura- 
ging the Camifars, and tells how “: they 
* reckoned in England and Holland,: as 
“ wellas at Vienna, upon the Progrefs: of 
“ the Phanaticks in-Lamguedoc, onthe In+ 
“ telligence held by. the Duke of Savay 
*© with thefe Rebels, and the Succour he 
** would fend them.

of the Opinion, that the Duke of Savoy ia
